TOWN WARRANT 


It 3] Tue State or New HAmpsuHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at six- 
thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 2. To take the sense of the qualified voters. 
whether the alterations and amendments to the constitution 
proposed by the Constitutional Convention shall be ap- 
proved. 

ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for same. 

ArTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 

ArtTIcLE 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, 
such sums of money as may be needed for general purposes, 
in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 7. To see what action the town will take rela- 
tive to lighting the streets, and raise money for the same. 

ARTICLE 8. Byrequest. To see if the town will vote to 
change time of opening the polls, at March and November 
elections from six-thirty a. m. to ten a. m. 

ARTICLE 9. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of two hundred and fifty ($250) dollars, or any 
part thereof, for the use of Ernest W. Young Post, No. 63, 
American Legion, to be expended in the observance of Me- 
morial Day in the year 1923. 


ARTICLE 10. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars, or any part 
thereof, above the sum required by law, for the support of 
the Salem Free Public Library, for the year 1923. 

ARTICLE 11. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of two hundred ($200) dollars, or any part 
thereof, for the improvement and maintenance of the com- 
mon and adjoining town land. 

ARTICLE 12. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to extend its water main from a place where it now ends on 
Broadway, Rockingham road, so-called, to Cluff’s crossing; 
thence to the No. 8 school house, and raise money for the 
same, by bond, note or any legal way as may come before 
the meeting. 

- ARTICLE 13. By request. After hearing the report of 
the committee appointed under Article 23 of the 1922 Town 
Warrant, to see what action if any the town will take relative 
to increasing the water pressurein the town’s public water sys- 
tem and raise money, if necessary, to carry same into effect. 

ARTICLE 14. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise fifteen hundred ($1500) dollars or any part thereof, 
to be expended in policing town for the ensuing year. __ 

ArTIcLE 15. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise one hundred ($100) dollars to be expended in right- 
ing head stones and cleaning up old cemetery back of the 
Common. 

ARTICLE 16. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise fifteen hundred ($1500) dollars to build a cement 
bridge over the brook on Providence Hill road. ; 

ARTICLE 17. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of four hundred ($400) dollars, to be ex- 
pended for the control of the white pine blister rust in town. 

ARTICLE 18. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to adopt resolutions requesting legislation: (1) to fix the 
maximum price at which coal may be sold in any congres- 
sional district or part thereof: (2) to provide for prior sales 
and shipments to consumers and to retailers of coal. 

ARTICLE 19. By request. To see if the town will vote ~ 
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to accept and keep in repair, the road leading to the home of 
Walter H. Smith on Gordon Hill, so called. 

ARTICLE 20. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to accept the highway leading from Millville Street to the 
residence of Eva Corliss. 

ARTICLE 21. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to appoint an officer for duty on crossing at the turnpike at 
the depot, for Sundays and holidays from June 1 to October 
1 and raise money therefor. 

ARTICLE 22. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to light the private roadway at Canobie Lake for a period of 
three months, commencing June 15, andraise money therefor. 

ARTICLE 23. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of twenty-five ($25) dollars, to be donated 
to the Canobie Lake Associates for Carnival Day. 

ArTICLE 24. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand ($1000) 
dollars, or any part thereof, for the purpose of securing the 
services of a district nurse in Salem. 

ARTICLE 25. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to close the road leading from the centre road to Pond street, 
between the farms of C. H. Waterhouse and J. L. Higgin- 
bottom. . 

ARTICLE 26. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to adopt some new policy concerning the construction and 
repair of its roads, appoint an investigating committee and 
raise sufficient money to carry the vote into effect. 

ARTICLE 27. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise one hundred and fifty ($150) dollars to paint road 
stripes at dangerous curves and intersecting streets. Also 
Safety Zones at Post Offices marking electric car stops. 

ARTICLE 28. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to appropriate the sum of two hundred ($200) dollars or any 
part thereof, to be expended on Willow street. 

ArTIcLE 29. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of one thousand ($1000) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to repair the highway known as Millville street, 
from Main street to the home of Levi Corliss. 


ARTICLE 30. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars to be ex- 
pended on Zion’s Hill road, from Levi Corliss’ Corner to 
Schultz Corner. 

ARTICLE 31. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise a sum not exceeding three hundred and fifty ($350) 
dollars for the repair of the roadways at Canobie Lake, one- 
half to be expended each side of Cross Grove. 

ARTICLE 32. By request. To see if the town will vote 
to raise the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars, or any part 
thereof, to improve the highway leading from Merrill’s 
Corner, so called, in District No. 2 to the Atkinson line. 

ARTICLE 33. Byrequest. To seeif the town will vote to 
raise the sum of fifty ($50) dollars, or any part thereof, to be 
expended for the building of a culvert opposite land owned 
by Louis Vanhousebrouck of Cross street, District No. 8.

Owing to the fact that my work was begun in the present 
school year the usual annual report will be deferred until 
the next annual report. 

An educational survey has been made of the schools and 
the results on the whole are gratifying. Much excellent 
work has been done and the force of teachers in Salem are 
to be congratulated on their faithfulness to the tasks which 
have presented themselves. At schools No. 1 and No. 6 
particularly the crowded conditions have presented some 
very serious problems of administration and instruction. 
It is to be hoped that needed relief will be obtained at once. 
Emphasis is being placed on fundamentals, particularly on 
spelling, reading, arithmetic. This policy, however is not to 
the exclusion of ample instruction in the cultural and social- 
izing subjects. Geography, history, hygiene, music, and 
others are receiving due share of emphasis. 

I wish to thank the members of the teaching staff of 
Salem for the co-operation which they have extended to me 
and for the cheerfulness with which they have adopted the 
suggestions which have been made. 

The public has showed a decided interest in the public 
schools and it is to be regarded as a hopeful sign toward 
future development of the school system. It is earnestly re- 
quested that every citizen will study the needs of boys and 
girls in school and extend further facilities for high school © 
education. , 

The members of the school board have made my work ex- 
ceedingly pleasant by their splendid co-operation. I wish to 
take this opportunity of extending them my hearty thanks 
for many helpful suggestions. 

The report of Miss Eva Williams is herewith presented. 
Miss Williams continues to improve the quality of the work 
in music.

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REPORT OF MUSIC INSTRUCTOR. 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Salem, N. H.: 


I have the honor to submit my sixth annual report as 
supervisor of music in the Salem schools. 

Rote song work is being successfully carried on in the 
lower grades. Your supervisor and regular teachers spend 
considerable time working with the children who enter 
school unable to imitate a melody. Notation, rhythm and 
simple music reading are taught in the second grade. 

The work of the third and fourth grades in singing is es- 
pecially good this year. The children read and sing their 
exercises and songs with ease. Some two-part singing has 
been done; and exercises introducing half step progressions 
by means of the sharp, flat, and cancel. 

Bass voices at the Depot School have made four-part 
singing possible this year. Three-part singing is being 
carried on as usual at the Center and No. 8. The boys and 
girls at No. 4 are doing good work in two-part singing. 
The small number of pupils in the upper grades at No. 3, 
No. 7, and No. 9 make anything but unison singing im- 
possible. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the 
loyal support accorded me by the superintendent, school 
board, teachers and pupils.

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THE REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


At the last regular School Meeting, held March 18, 1922, 
it was voted that the previously appointed High School 
Committee remain active on the advisability of a high 
school for the town of Salem, with Mr. C. F. Kimball and 
Mr. J. W. Crowell added as members of the committee. 
Other changes in the personnel of the committee have 
taken place as follows: Mr. C. H. Borchers, chairman of 
the original committee, has voluntarily withdrawn; J. A. 
Macdougal has been replaced by Mr. H. G. Blount as © 
superintendent of schools which automatically makes Mr. 
Blount a member of the committee. 

Soon after Mr. Blount assumed his duties as superin- 
tendent, it became apparent to him that a serious housing 
condition existed in nearly all the upper grades. His 
finding has resulted in stirring the committee into activity, 
at the first meeting of which Mr. Blount was chosen chair- 
man and A. QO. Alexander secretary. The plans were 
carefully gone over and certain minor changes and omis- 
sions were made, namely: all gas piping was omitted, the 
combination gas and coal range in the domestic science 
laboratory was omitted, and the front entrance door was 
changed to a window to permit the use of the large vestibule 
as a library. With these changes and a consultation with 
the architect, James E. Allen, the plans were accepted as 
adequate for the town’s requirements for several years to 
come. 

The committee has called for bids for the construction 
and equipment of the proposed building, and has received 
proposals from The E. W. Pitman Co., of Lawrence, A. E. 
Peabody & Son, of Lawrence, Louis Cyr Co., of Lawrence, 
I. F. Woodbury & Sons Co., of Manchester, and L. H. 
Shattuck Inc., of Manchester. . 

To the figures which these builders have submitted the 
committee has added the price for equipment not included 
in the specifications, such as stationery, books, laboratory 
supplies, typewriters, etc., and have arrived at a price of — 


ver. 
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one hundred and eighteen thousand dollars ($118,000) for 
which a building could be built according to Mr. Allen’s 
plans and specifications, including everything ready to 
carry on seventh grade to twelfth grade school work, or 
in other words a Junior and Senior High School. 

Figures pertaining to the situation as to the number of 
pupils now required to be handled by one teacher, also 
figures showing the average annual cost of caring for high 
school pupils as is being done at present, and of means by 
which the crowded condition in the elementary grades 
could be corrected as compared with the average annual 
outlay should the proposed building be built now, have 
been previously submitted by the chairman and therefore 
no space will be given to them in this report. 

The figures herein submitted are based on placing the 
building on the so-called Bradford lot at the Depot village, 
this being the geographical center, the center of population, 
the center of school attendance, and well located with 

respect to railroads and other means of travel, and inviting 
to tuition pupils from outside towns. 

The first year’s cost of maintaining the school as proposed 
has been estimated at twenty thousand two hundred dollars 
($20,200) which the committee believes to be an accurate 
estimate and includes every necessary item for its operation 
for one school year together with interest and retirement of 
bonds. - 

Your committee has carefully considered every detail 
pertaining to the proposition in hand, and begs to submit 
this as a report of its honest and earnest effort.

1. To choose all necessary district officers. 


.2. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
$5.00 (five dollars) on a thousand of the equalized valuation 
of the town. 


3. To see if the district will vote to make any alterations 
in the sums of money recommended by the school board for 
the support of schools, and the payment of statutory 
obligations. 

4. To see if the district will vote to raise two hundred 
and thirty-one ($231.00) dollars, to insure its school build- 
ings. . | 

5. To see ifethe district will vote to adopt medical in- 
spection in the schools, and raise money for the same. 

6. To see if the district will vote to sell Number Ten 
school house.
